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SUMMAR Y. 


In making this report I have endeavored to acquaint you 
rely as possible with the present condition and future needs of 
e public school system of this territory, as they appear from per- 
nal vbservation and upon careful examination of statistical reports 
ade hy the different county superintendents. ` 

The increase in our school population and revenue for the past 
ear is something phenomenal, and if these items were considered 
lone would indicate that the educational interest was keeping pace 
ith the wonderful development of the territory. 
| The census returns for 1887 show an increase in school popu- 
" tion of 2,972. or r4 per cent. over 1886, while the increase in 
venue amounts to $60,242.00, or 26 per cent. over 1886. ! 
| This increase in revenue over population is characteristic of the 
berality and interest the people of Montana boxes im public school 
Fork. 
| The amount of money contributed for the support of schools 
uring the past year reaches the magnificent sum of $288,515.43, 
r more than $i, ooo for every school district in this territory, and 
he unparallelled showing of $19.55 for every child between the 
ges of six and sixteen years (which represents the usual basis of 
pportionment). 

This is a larger rate per capita than is contributed by any state 
r territory in the Union, so far as I am able to judge from. statistics 
wnished my office, and will be more fully appreciated when we 
onsider that this amount is all raised by direct taxation upon the 
eople, with the exception of a few hundred dollars resulting from 
nes in the justice, probate and district courts. 
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There is at the present time 289 organized school districy 
Three. hundred and ninety-four teachers are employed in thes 
schools. the majority of them possessed of superior qualification 
By raising the standard of scholarship and paving a premium fg 
experienced and professional teachers, incompetent ones are beim 
rapidlv eliminated. from our ranks, and their places filled by mor 
deserving ones who are daily flocking to the territory attracted ly 
the liberal wages and peculiar advantages Montana affords. 

It would afford me great pleasure if, in making this report 
I could assure the people of Montana that every available mean 
was being employed by those in charge to promote the welfare q 
the schools, but candor compels me to say that we are not doing al 
we should, The reasons are obvious. I will endeavor to sho 
this by referring to a few of the circumstances that in my opinio 
militates against greater possibilities. 


THE PUBLIC. 


The public is the most powerful agency, if properly employed 
in working out the salvation of the schools, for they should contrd 
and be held responsible for the present, and. to a certain extent 
shape the destiny of the future. 

Yet we find them often relegating to teachers and othe 
officers influences that they alone should control. 

No matter how competent the teacher. or how zealous and 
mindful of interests are boards of trustees, if the public withhold 
their sympathy and support and allow their interest and vigilance 
to relax. just in that proportion will the schools suffer and proyres 
be impeded: and the extra duties thus imposed upon teachers be 
come barren of the best results. NE l 

Thev too often consider their work finished when taxes are 
paid and imposing structures are erected for school purposes 
Thisis a great mistake, for schools will not successfully run them- 
selves. 

I have observed this inertness during the past year, especially 
in institute work, in nearly every community, and have endeavored 
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to arouse a little more enthusiasm and enlist these latent energies to 
renewed activity whenever I have been permitted to address the 
public. Iam disposed to attribute this lethargy principally to lack 
of information on matters pertaining to the schools, as 1 find nearly 
every county and district ignorant of the true status of their internal - 
affairs. The reason of this is due-to-the fact that while county 
superintendents are elected to supervise and direct, and trustees to 
manage the business affairs of their districts, the law does not re- 
quire, nor do these officers ever make a report of their official 
acts or observations that the public may have the benefit. 

Feeling that the tax-payers and patrons would have greater 
interest in an enterprise supported by their liberality if they could 
be ollicially informed from reliable sources how their money was 
¡being expended and the affairs of the district conducted, I have 
asked the different county superintendents, and will prepare blanks 
for the purpose, for making an official report on the first of De- 
cember óf each year to the county commissioners of their county 
for publication. Such report to contain a full account of their 
official acts; and to give by district: the amount of money appor- 
toned and how expended; the value, condition, apparatus and 
furni:ure of each school house;. name of teacher; state what kind 
of work is being done; the intellectual and moral standard of 
the school; state what interest is taken by trustees and patrons; 
to examine carefully the records as kept by clerk, and conclude 
their report with such recommendation and remarks as they deem 
for the best interest of the schools, and to forward to this office a 
copy of said printed report to be filed. I would then be better able 
to judge of the thoróughness and fitness of superintendents, and the 
public be possessed of information rightfully belonging to them. 
Already five of these reports have been made and returned to this 
office, and their good effects made apparent from the start. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENCE, . 


The necessity of thorough supervision over the public school 
system has demanded almost universal recognition, as nearly every. 
state and territory at present has general as well as some system of 
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local supervision, either county or district. and wherever such super 
vision is lacking it is shown most conclusively by authenticated re 
ports that the absence of it is inimical to the best interests of educa. 
tion. 

Iam often asked if I am satisfied with the county supervisor 
of Montana, and if it is accomplishing all it should or that the 
necessities demand. I am constrained to answer no to both thes 
inquiries, still I am not prepared to condemn the system, but on 
the contrary I am an ardent believer and advocate of county super 
vision. and believe that it has accomplished much towards bringing 
our schools to their present standard of usefulness, for I believe 
that our schools to-day compare favorably with the best, and are 
superior to many states that are hopelessly and helplessly bound b 
fossilized systems or methods, which envelops them in fogyism 
which hover over them like an incubus. 

Without county supervision I believe there can be no unifcrm. 
ity of work or concentrated action. You ask. then, where lies the 
difficulty? I answer in the law that creates an office without ore 
scribing qualifications or providing a salary that reaches at ove 
the dignity of a mere stipend or pittance. The salaries of thi 
territory range from a minimum of -$300 to a maximum of $1 ox 
per year. Now these are false ideas of economy, and threaten ou 
future welfare as a people. 

Now let me ask can we reasonably expect to avail ourselves o 
the services of energetic and scholarly persons. thoroughly qual fied 
by educational and natural endowment to do this work, or shal we 
not rather be compelled to procure those whose services art no! 
worth more than this amount in other fields of less responsiblity, 
or others who. if qualified. can afford to give but a little of their 
time, while their greatest and best energies are employed in more 
absorbing and profitable channels? How would we consider and 
what would be the result if a business man employing hundreas of 
skilled laborers should place as superintendent over his business 
one having a limited knowledge of the work and at a salary of one- 
half or one-third paid the average workman? Yet this is what we 
are doing in many instances. Now the remedy for this can only 
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be found in a liberal policy which will provide salaries that will 
| justify competent persons in devoting their time and best efforts to 
| the advancement and promotion of education. 

i In no state is constant and thorough supervision more needed 
Í than in Montana. With its vast territory, its counties larger than 
[ordinary states, its school districts ofteñ from 50 to roo miles apart, 
land with a population made up of representatives from every state 
band territory in the Union, and from every civilized nation under 
| heaven. 

| To unify this heterogeneous mass and marshal its forces under 
pam established system requires masterly generalship and constant 
| attention, and this cannot be accomplished by one visit a year (this 
fis ail the law requires or on a salary of five or six hundred per year, 
and I think this point should be considered by those claiming, and 
[perhaps justly, too, that it is a supervision that does not supervise. 
| Th question then is shall we, as many propose, abolish the office 
or ipply the remedy? 


TRUSTEES. 


-' The office of trustee is one of the most honorable and respon- 
| sib'e positions connected with our schools, for to them are entrusted 
tht honor, reputation and welfare of the district, as well as guard- 
ianship of the youth. Such responsibilities require responsible 
men, ` 

Boards of trustees should be composed of the representative 
men of evéry community. Public spirited, progressive and intelli- 
gent citizens are and should be found by the office. It is'important 
that such persons should be elected, as it is essential that only the 
best teachers should be employed. 

While we have hundreds of trustees in the territory who con- 
scientiously and wisely administer the affairs of their respective 
districts, we have others who debase the dignity of their office by 
abusing their privileges, neglecting their duties and in many ways 
crippling the interests they have sworn to protect. 

It may appear uncharitable to criticise too severely the official 


un 
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acts of those who accept responsible positions from the public with- 
out fee or reward. It is, however, just to observe that if such 
persons will not or cannot discharge the functions of their office ac- 
ceptablv to their constituents others might be found who would. 

Let districts elect good men and then see that their interests 
are guarded, for they are the guardians of this trust while the 
trustee is a factor or agent. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


The future support of the public schools of Montana is liberal- 
ly provided for by the action of the general government in setting 
apart and reserving one-eighteenth ot the public domain of the ter- 
ritory for the benefit of the schools when Montana shall have 
arrived at the dignity of statehood. 

This grant, held in trust by the government without local 
guardianship, is endangered, and the school interest jeopardized ^y 
the systematic scheming of unprincipled parties fraudulently taking 
up these lands as mineral claims wherever they are of sufficient 
value to warrant the expense of proving up for speculative pir- 
poses. Many of these lands are mineral lands and have honest'y 
been claimed as such, but hundreds of acres are being taken up in 
different parts of the territory that are not, at least do not contain 
mineral in sufficient quantity to make them more valuable for 
mining than for agricultural or other purposes. 

My attention having been called so often and earnestly :o 
these depredations I have felt it encumbent upon me to take 
steps and if possible prevent further operations by placing the 
matter before the proper authorities. The interior department is 
now considering the subject. and has in several cases issued an 
order preventing the issuance of patents, pending investigation. ` 

T desire to place this subject before vou and the people of 
Montana so that by concerted action and co-operation further en- 
croachments may be prevented. 

As sections 16 and. 36 of. every township are included in these 
Jands. the nature of them „varies with «location, and: include timber 
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and agricultural as well as mineral lands. The timber lands are 
also being raided by parties cutting and selling the wood, thus 
diminishing their value, two instances of this kind recently coming 
to my notice. 

I trust that all good citizens will have sufficient interest in this 
matter to report all cases of this-mature to this office, or to some 
authorized government agent, that these lands may be preserved 
intact, and your children not robbed of their inheritance. 


TERRITORIAL WARDS. 


Under provisions of the laws of Montana for the education of 
the blind and deaf mutes we have at fhe present time seven wards 
being educated at the following institutes: Dolly Cozzens, at Mary- 
land Institute. Baltimore; T. M. Mulvaney, at Elwyn Instittute, 
Pennsylvania; Albert Waggerman, at Elwyn Institute, Pennsyl- 
vinja; Edward W. Lane, at Kendall Green Institute, D. C.; 
Thomas Peters, at Kendall Green Institute, D. C.; Eva Webster, 
al Kendall Green Institute, D. C.: Anna Woods. at Kendall Green 
Institute, D. C.: all being cared for and educated, at an expense to 
this territory of about $2.000 a year, or $300 per capita. Besides 
bring educated in the common branches they are being fitted for 
some profession or trade that will render them self-supporting and 
useful citizens. l 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I beg leave to offer an apology for the delayed 
publication of this report. The delay was occasioned principally by _ 
county superintendents failing to make their returns to this office 
at the time prescribed by law. These reports are due December 
ist but many of them were not received until December 24th, and 
in many instances then being so imperfect as to necessitate my ap- 
; plying to county treasurers and others for important data. 

There is some excuse for these delays as district clerks’ 
census reports to county superintendents are not due until Decem- 
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ber rst, and these reports constitute the most important feature of 
county superintendents reports: but ten days grace should be suf- 
ficient, and would afford me ample time to complete my report 
by January ist, but with delays I am unable to place my report in 
the hands of the printer before January roth. 

If county superintendents would enforce rigidly the law these 
delays would not occur. for the law imposes a fine of five dollars 
for every day's neglect in making trustees’ reports, and if census 
returns are not made within prescribed time the district forfeits its 
right to apportionment, and the clerk becomes responsible for 
the amount thus forfeited. 

'To county superintendents, teachers, trustees and the press cf 
Montana I am under lasting obligations for valuable assistance 
rendered and hearty co-operation extended. as well as for the 
universal kindness and courtesy shown me at all times. Nor do I 
forget those noble men and women among the citizens who aided 
so materially by participating in our institute work, encouraging br 
their presence and cheering by their hospitality. May their ir- 
fluence and example induce others to enlist in this work that th: 
school interests of Montana for the ensuing vear may be marked 
by greater development and results.

While I have always been a strong advocate of the institute I 
ve become more thoroughly convinced than ever during the past 
ar of their healthful influence. Having attended every one held 
the territory and observing carefully the influence exerted I find 
e Þenefits derived numerous and far reaching. E 
T-achers and superintendents are stimulated and encouraged by 
rsonal contact in exchanging methods and ideas with those whose 
‘perience and professional services recommend them as safe lead- 
s :0 that all return to their work with new zeal, broader views 
d more exalted ideas of the dignity of their profession. New 
e end vigor is imparted not only to teachers but through them to 
pis and the public generally, so that all become recipients of the 
nefits which otherwise would have remained local. 
These institutes have been to me valuable bureaus of informa- 
n, affording opportunities of studying the needs, noting the pro- 
ess, discovering existing evils and tracing their effects to their 
oper causés, thus enablihg me to act more intelligently in my 
cial capacity by extending encouragement to the one and apply- 
g remedies to the other.’ à 


DAWSON COUNTY.

| |. C. Mahoney, superintendent of this county, is an enthusiastic 
tand thorough educator, and his success in imparting something of 
¡his spirit to the public resulted in one of the most interesting In- 
sti.utes of the year. 

Madison couuty has a good record for its attention to its schools 
¡and is determined to maintain it by careful supervision and employ- 
ment of good teachers. ` 

But one evening lecture was delivered, that being by myself. 
Another evening was spent very pleasantly and profitably at the 
residence of the Rev. King, who had kindly invited the members 
of the Institute to assemble at his house, where they were most 
hospitably entertained by himself and his estimable wife. 
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JEFFERSON COUNTY. 


This institute opened October 13th at Boulder, and continued 
through the 14th and I5th. 

W. E. Dean, superintendent of this county, had labored earnestly 
for a profitable Institute, but received very little assistance from the 
public, and only about half of his teachers were present. The at. 
tendance during the day sessions was very small, but the exercises 
were animated and instructive. 

I delivered a lecture on the evening of the rsth at the M. E, 
Church to a crowded house, and improved the opportunity by 
telling the people what I thought of their neglect of so important 
a trust as the public schools. 1 

I hope next year to see a great change in this county, for it is one 
of the coming counties of Montana, and will be heard from for the 
next few years. . 


MISSOULA COUNTY. 


The fifth annual Institute for this county jwas held at Missoula 
October 17th, r8th and roth. 

This county has more organized districts ¡than any other in the 
territory, and while many teachers did not reppond to the summons 
to appear at the Institute, most of those w Ho did attend proved 
themselves to be among the ablest in the territory. 

The Institute was conducted with such a spirit of earnestness 
that it stamped it as one of the most profitable to its members that 
had been held. Valuable assistance was rendered by a few public 
spirited citizens of Missoula, but we would gladly have welcomed 
more. . 

Able evening lectures were delivered by Dr.- Hedger on 
«Physiology and Hygiene:” by Hon. Wm. Bickford on “Compul- 
sory Education;” and by Prof. M. V. Rork, on the “Law of Life." 
The superintendent of public instruction also lectured on “Necessity 
of moral character being developed in the public schools,” and 
being graciously indulged by his audience was permitted to wander 
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from his subject for a few moments to inform the citizens of Mis- 


isoula that they were not doing all that could be done to aid the 
gen work of education. His remarks were heartily endorsed and

Miss Hattie Hard, superintendent of this county, is an earnest 
worker, and her influence is being felt. 


DEER LODGE. 


This Institute was in session October 20th, 2;st and 22d. I 

[was prepared to find here and expected to see greater ‘interest 
| manifested than in any other county in the territory, in consequence 
¡of having heard Deer Lodge so often spoken of as an educational 
center- Iwas not entirely disappointed, nor can I say that I fully 
realized my expectations. I probably had expected too much. I 
fhe d atleast expected that teachers would be entertained. But I 
Lam satisfied that it was no fault of the public or lack of hospitality, 
Hor nowhere on my official rounds was I furnished with more 
isvbstantial evidence of that virtue than here. ; 
| It is hoped that another year the county superintendent will ap- 
| point committees for the work: the success of an Institute depends 
very much upon the committees. 
Many of the ablest teachers of Montana are found in this county. 
¡The work of the Institute was of the -best, and characterized 
throughout by lively interest and an elevated standard of scholar- 
ship. The meetings were ably and impartially conducted and 
presided over by Miss Wolfe. 

Lectures were delivered by Dr. Owens, Rev. E. J. Gr oeneveld, 
Rev. R. E. Dunlap and the territorial superintendent. The 
public here seemed to realize the necessity and importance of the 
work, and patronized the daily sessions, especially the ladies. 

The educators of Deer Lodge, and the educational interest, has 
astaunch and true friend in Mr. Addison Smith, whose presence 
and experience stimulated the work, 
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SILVER BOW COUNTY. 


This Institute opened October 24th and continued in session five 
days. Here we met the largest and most enthusiastic corps of j 
teachers in the territory. Over thirty teachers were present, andf 
the programme was prepared with the view of promoting and esf 
tablishing a higher standard of scholarship by means of class drill 
among the members of the Institute. It was very successful, andh 
reflected great credit on County Superintendent Mary R. Laytonf 

On the afternoon of the fifth day, at the request of the superin# 
tendent, 1 examined all the teachers of the county present inf 
physiology and hygiene. The result of the examination was con-] 
vincing that the teachers of Silver Bow county are better qualifi «df 
to teach this branch than in any other part of the territory. :

Schultz on “Physiology and Hygiene;” Prof. Chester Lee, onf

on “Extravagant Use of the English Language;” Hon. Johnf 
Forbis on “American Politics;" the territorial superintendent on[ 
«Fallacies of the Public School System.” The Institute through- E 
out was a decided success. ; : 


BEAVERHEAD COUNTY. 


The institute was opened November 4th and continued in session 
three days. Here, as chiefly elsewhere, the public took very litile 
interest. 

The character of the teachers present, as shown by their work, 
compares favorably with any county in the territory, but more in- 
terest should be taken by some one and an effort made to infuse a 
little more life in educational affairs in this county. So thrifty and 
favored a people as the citizens of this beautiful and fertile valley 
should not allow their less favored sister counties to lead them in 
this work. 

I delivered one lecture at the M. E. Church to a fair audience,

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considering the fact little or no notice had been given. Another 
evening was spent pleasantly and profitably in listening to recita- 
tions, readings and singing by pupils from the public schools of 
Dillon, at which I was unable to be present. 


GALLATIN COUNTY 


[Institute opened November 6th and continued for three days. This 
fis one of the banner counties of the territory in the educational in- 
terest. Nearly every teacher in the county was present, and the 
exercises were conducted in such an able manner by Miss Houston, 
the county superintendent, that, every teacher present was heard 
ffrem, and intense interest manifested at every session. I was par- 
Aticularly gratified with the ability of the teachers of this Institute, 
land the readiness with which they participated in the exercises. 
[The discussions were spirited, logical and instructive, and never 
discordant. Harmony and friendly feeling characterized the pro- 
jcezdings throughout. I believe no Institute of the season was 
[more productive of beneficial results. The attendance of daily 
f sessions by the public was here, as in many other localities, very 
[conspicuous by their absence. I learned, however, that the cause 
was to be attributed to the measles. I hope another year will find 
[the good people of Gallatin county free from any and all infirmities 
| that shall prevent them from attending the Institute. “Two evening 
Hle tures were delivered, one by-Prof. Mattoon of the Bozeman acad- 
emy, another by the territorial superintendent. Another evening 
| was pleasantly spent at the residence of Miss Houston, who had 
| tendered a reception to the teachers. I regret very much that my

The governa 
shall transmit said report to the legislature, and, when 
ever itis ordered printed, a sufficient number of copie 
shall be delivered to the superintendent of public instruc 
tion to furnish two copies to be.deposited in the territo 
rial library, and,one copy to each superintendent of coms 
mon schools, to be held by him as public property, uni] 
delivered to his successor in office; and one copy to each] 
local school officer within the territory. Said report shall 
contain a statement of the condition of the public schcok 
in the territory, full statistical tables by counties, show 
ing. among other statistics, the number of school children |

which purpose he may order a census to be taken. 

Sec. 1878. Whenever a district is formed lying 
partly in two adjoining counties, the clerk of the district 
shall report to each county superintendent the number 
of children in the district residing in his county. In the 
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same manner the trustees and teacher shall .make a 
distinct and separate report of all school statistics; and a 
teacher’s certificate, granted by the county snperinten- 
dent of one county shall be valid for both counties. 

Sec. 1879. The board of trustees of each school 
_Aistrict shall have custody of all school property belong- 
um to the district, and shall have power in the name of 

the district, or in their own names as trustees of the 
district, to convey by deed all the interest of their district 
in or to any school house or lot directed to be sold by 
vote of the district; and all conveyances of real estate 
made to the district or to the trustees thereof, shall be 
made to the board of trustees of the district, and to their 
su cessors in office. Said board, in the name of the 
di rict, shall have power to transact all business neces- 
sa. v for maintaining schools and protecting the rights of 
th- district. 

Ec. 1880. An annual meeting for the election of 
tri stee or trustees, shall be held in each district on the 
first Saturday in April of each year at the district school 
hcase, if there be one, and if there be none at a place 
designated by the board of trustees. The term of all 
trustees now holding office shall expire upon the election 
al qualification of their successors. The trustees shall 
pest written notices of election, specifying the day, time 
aid place of meeting, in at least three public places in 
the district, one of which shall be the school house, if 
there be one, at least fifteen days previous to the time of 
meeting. And in addition to posting such written notices 
tlie trustees shall cause the same to be published in some 
newspaper published in the district, or if there be none 
published in the district then in some newspaper published 
in the county. All elections shall be held by ballot, and 
the trustees shall have power to determine the hours 
during” which the ballot-box shall be kept open, having 
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given due notice thereof in the posted notices of election, 
Every person, without regard to sex, who is over twenty- 
one years of age, and a taxable inhabitant of the district, 
shall be entitled to vote. Any person offering to vote 
may be challenged by any legally qualified voter of the 
district, and the chairman of the board of trustees shall 
thereon administer to the person challenged, an oath in 
substance as follows: You do swear (or, affirm) that you 
are a citizen of the United States, or have declared your 
intention to become such, that you are twenty-one years 
of age, according to the best of your information and 
belief, that you have resided in this territory six months 
next preceding this election, that you are a taxable resi- 
dent of this school district, and that you have not before 
voted this day. If the elector shall refuse to take the 
oath his vote shall be rejected, and any person guilty of 
illegal voting shall be punished as provided in the gene val 
election laws of this territory.. The trustees shall be 
judges and inspectors of election, and if they are vot 
present at the time for opening the polls, the electors 
present may appoint the officers of election. A poll aad 
tally list shall be kept by the clerk of the board of tris! 
tees, and with the exceptions mentioned in this section, | 
the-election shall be conducted as far as practicable in 
the form and manner of the general election. Any oae 
of the old trustees shall have power to administer to any 
trustee elect the oath of office, and the clerk of election 
shall issue the certificate of election to any trustee elect, 
who shall forward it to the county superintendent of 
public schools.

In all organized districts in which elec- 
tions have been previously held, one trustee shall be 
elected for the term of three years, and if there are 1a- 
cancies to be filled, a sufficient number to fill them for

In new districts acting under trustees appointed by the 
county superintendent, three trustees shall be elected for 
one, two and three years respectively.

“Children living in Montana, or those who may be out of the 
Territory attending school, whose parents or guardian live in Mon- 
tana, are to be enrolled in the district where their legal guardian 
resides, between the 20th and 3oth days of November of each 
year." B

the names of 24 children who still and always had resided on the 
continent of Europe. His reason was the fathers of said children 
were laborers in Montana. This is a violation of the letter and 
intent of the law, and indicative of fraud or ignorance.
